Danger Of Cheap 
Money? 


ONORABLE CHARLES A. DUNNING presented to 
parliament a clear and hopeful picture of Canada’s 
financial and trade position. 


In one part of his speech he made reference to the 
huge gambling operations on the Toronto and Montreal 
stock exchanges. Pointing out the danger of another 
stock market crash, he hinted the Bank of Canada may 
need to curb currency and credit expansion. 


No “easy money policy” has ever been in effect in 
Western Canada since the country was settled. The people 
of the West have been systematically gouged by high 
interest rates levied by the Mortgage and Loan Companies 
and even the Chartered Banks collected millions of dollars 
illegally and violated the terms of their charters granted by 
parliament. 


Until parliament several years ago took the joker out 
of the Bank Act and provided penalties for any bank to 
collect more than 7 per cent, the robbery was general 
throughout the West, but not a single whisper has been 
heard about any bank paying back a single penny of the 
ILLEGALLY COLLECTED interest. 


The bankrupt position of the three prairie provinces 
was NOT due entirely, but only in part, to drought and 
world-wide collapse of prices for farm products. Take the 
financial record of all the western provinces, and they 
reveal the same ruinous effect of high interest rates, on 
both public and private debts.

Were it not for the of the 
National Railways and the cost of unem- 
ployment and farm relief, Canada would 
have had a surplus for the present fiscal 
year of $51,528,000. Ordinary revenue 
exceeded ordinary expenditure by that 
amount. ‘These extraordinary items 
away with the extra money, and with 
enough more to leave an over-all deficit 
of $87,000,000 for the vear, which will 
be added to the national debt. 

So far as the Dominion finances are 
concerned, these are the two barriers to a 
balanced budget. Without them, Canada 
would now be on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
meeting expenditures out of income, with 
a margin to the good. 

This is the first vear since 1931 that the 
revenue has met the ordinary outgo. In 
the interval! all the money to meet these 
“extraordinary” expenditures had to be 
borrowed, and part of the money for or- 
dinary expenditures as well. This year 
there is no borrowing on ordinary account, 
and $51,528,000 less than the total outlay 
on extraordinary account.

selling across the border. And, to a good 
many people, the conclusion will be equally 
plain that similar agreements with other 
countries will bring like satisfactory re- 
sults. 

Altogether, Canada’s trade with other 
countries for the year is more than 
$1,634,000,000, for the first time since 
1928 passing the billion mark. 

Those who pin their faith to the mer- 
cantile theory, particularly Right Hon. R. 
B. Bennett, should rejoice that there is a 
“favorable” balance on the exchange 
amounting to $825,000,000, counting com- 
modity trade alone. If gold is taken into 
account, the balance in Canada’s favor is 
$452,000,000. Adding foreign tourist 
spendings during the year, the calcul: tion 
is that Canada got the better of inter- 
national dealings by $617,000,000. A sum 
sufficient to meet all Canada’s foreign 
obligations and maintain the dollar at par 
value in outside markets. 

The conclusion seems to be that if the 
mercantile theory is correct it succeeds 
better when it is not administered by its 
foremost champions. 


GOOD NEWS FOR EVERYBODY 

Stated in general terms, a reduction of 
$72,000,000 in the Dominion’s deficit for 
the year is only casually interesting to 
the ordinary citizen. Millions do not mean 
much to him anyway, and how many of 
these show up with a minus sign ahead 
of them in the books at Ottawa is some- 
thing for the Minister of Finance to worry 
about. 

But the matter takes on a quite differ- 
ent significance when the Minister an- 
nounces that, because the deficit is less, 
there will be no increase in taxation. That 
brings the deficit-reduction right into the 
office and the home circle, invests it with 
a personal interest, and gives it a new and 
very practical importance. 

Anybody can understand that the re- 
duction is a good thing when he is told it 
saves him from having to pay more taxes. 
There is nothing remote or vague about 
that. It is something intimate and real. 
The reduction, instead of being a thing 
far off, and gratifying only to Mr. Dun- 
ning, becomes a thing immediately present 
and of definite concern to Mr. Taxpayer. 
All the more so because it has been several 
years since a Minister of Finance was able 
to get through a budget speech without 
breaking the bad news that taxes had to 
go up. 

If the Minister was “cheerful” in mak- 
ing the announcement, as reported, his 
cheerfulness will be shared by people of 
all classes in all parts of Canada. Next to 
a reduction in taxation—a possibility 
Canadians have almost forgotten about— 
the news that there is to be no increase is 
the best they have heard in a budget 
speech for a long time.

The Nervous Child 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many children early in life develop nervous 
tendencies which are often not understood by 
the parents, and hence not properly managed. 
The child who is of the slender type, with a thin 
face, narrow chest and small bones is much 
more likely to be of the nervous temperament 

that the round-faced, full- 
chested child. The latter is 
inclined to be sluggish and 
phlegmatic but seldom be- 
comes nervous, whereas those 
of the slender type usually 
possess more sensitive nervous 
systems. : 
However, when the parent 
. ; recognizes the nervous tend- 
Dr. F. M ency and gives the proper care 
to the child’s physical, mental and emotional 
development, this sensitiveness can be made 
into a definite asset, at the same time that the 
child escapes the danger of being unduly 
nervous or neurotic. 

During the period of early life the entire 
body including the nervous system is under- 
going rapid growth, and it is often possible for 
apparently trivial causes to produce very deep 
nervous impressions and thus events which 
might not affect the adult at all, may leave the 
child affected to a noticeable degree. For ex- 
ample, the child may become nervous immed- 
iately after failing in an examination or after 
being severely frightened, whereas the adult 
could go through the same experience without 
the nerves being influenced in so profound a 
manner. 

During childhood, there may be a marked 
instability of the nervous centers, and the sen- 
sory and motor nerves may respond too easily 
to irritation or stimulation. The result is that 
the child Jacks nervous control and his parents 
say of him that he goes to pieces easily. Also, 
during this period, the nervous system may be 
thrown out of balance from slight physical 
changes, resulting from such causes as a lessen- 
ing of calcium in the body, or the absorption of 
poisons from the colon because of constipation. 

The hygiene of the nervous system is un- 
doubtedly of great importance in childhood and 
there can be no question but that many times 
during the early years the seeds are sown which 
will result in nervous break-downs in later 
years. The nervous system can be helped to de- 
velop in a healthy, steady manner when the 
child is fed simply, is insured peace, quiet and 
security in the home, and when he unfailingly 
obtains an abundance of sleep and rest. 

Excitement, late hours, highly emotional 
scenes, too much attention, continual scolding 
or nagging, incorrect diet, over-emphasis on the 
importance of winning good grades at school— 
any of these may serve to deepen a tendency to- 
ward nervousness in the child born with a sen- 
sitive nervous system. 

Some of the warning signs which indicate 
that the child is in need of special care in re- 
gard to nervous hygiene are the following: 
nightmares, bed-wetting and other sleep dis- 
turbances; the appearance of speech disorders 
such as stammering; nail-biting; the symptoms 
of St. Vitus Dance; and the development of tics 
or habit spasms such as blinking of the eyes or 
involuntary twitching of the face. Many times 
the nervous child appears to the parent to be 
“cranky” or “fussy” and is unwisely punished. 

A great deal may be done to help the nervous 
child providing the parent goes at the problem 
with understanding and is willing to look for 
the cause and remove it. I have prepared a 
new article CAUSES OF NERVOUSNESS IN 
CHILDREN which explains the common causes 
and also offers some suggestions to follow in 
helping the child to build up a more stable 
nervous system.

QUESTION: Oliver R. writes: “What would 
you advise for a chronic cough of 10 years’ 
standing?

Does not seem to 
affect my health, but is annoying in that pthers 
do not like to be around me, as my cough makes 
them think I have T.B.”

The Passing Show |SIDE GLANCES - By George Clark

The Spanish government has recently made 
acknowledgement of sums of money cortributed 
to the defence of democracy by workers of 
various countries. 

Russia-—that country in which, according to 
Archbishop Michael J. Curley, “one-third of the 
population is in jail, another third has just been 
released from jail and the other third is just 
about to go to jail”—tops the list with workers’ 
donations totalling $1,656,000, 

More noteworthy is the generous giving of 
the workers of Sweden. With a population of 
only two-thirds that of Canada its workers 
donated $960,000. Other totals are: France $736,- 
000; Great Britain $343,000; U.S. and Canada 
$250,000; Belgium $80,500; Norway $69,000 and 
Australia $53,900. 

Most significant of the contributions were 
the $13,800 submitted by Italian workers and 
the $69,950 secretly collected among German 
factory workers and secretly shipped out of 
Germany in defiance of Hitler’s embargo against 
the export of money. Wages in both countries 
are smal] and food costs high. In Italy, workers 
in the building trades earn about 88 cents a day 
(including the 10 per cent. increase of August 
16 last). In Germany the chemical industry pays 
an average weekly wage of 37.77 marks; the 
paper industry 31.18 marks and the textile in- 
dustry 23.12 marks, all subject to “voluntary 
contributions” toward the ideal of “cannons in- 
stead of butter,” and to fixed high prices for 
food. Those two contributions by German and 
Italian workers, meant sacrifice as well as 
stealth. They indicate that working class sym- 
pathy in both countries is with democracy in 
Spain, even though they are forced to supply 
munitions and cannon-fodder for the two dic- 
tators in their war on democracy in Spain. 

Information that dogs killed 1,700 sheep in 
Alberta last year, and that one night this month 
dogs killed or ravaged 189 sheep in the yard of 
one Edmonton packing plant, must come with 
surprise to many dog-owners, familiar only 
with the tame nature of their semi-wild animals. 

That first week of February saw a boy killed 
by dogs at the Hay River mission. He had fallen, 
and the huskies at the station, turned wolf again 
at the opportunity. Some of the stories my pros- 
pector friends tell me of huskies in the North 
are too horrible for repetition. 

Here's one, however, that can be told. It was 
told me by Dr. Chris Riley, well-known min- 
eralogist, following his return from Gordon Lake 
a few days ago to resume the teaching of miner- 
alogy to prospectors. It fulfills that acid test of 
news, “If a dog bites a man that’s not news; 
but if a man bites a dog—” 

Gus Daust, eldest of three well-known 
Northern trappers and guides living at the 
north end of Slave Lake, was snapped at by one 
of his huskies. Gus is a ruthless disciplinarian 
with his dogs. He grabbed the dog by the jaws 
and sank his teeth into its nose till it howled 
with pain. 

That's one way of “larnin ’em” that may not 
commend itself to the S.P.C.A. but huskies don’t 
observe S.P.C.A. principles. I’ve heard an 
Anglican bishop confess after a day of dawdling 
along behind a dog team that perhaps he was 
wrong to prohibit his driver from using “dog 
language” on the team, and that a little of it 
would be justified if they were ever to reach 
their destination 

This same Gus Daust last winter found a live 
wolf in one of his traps. At some risk to himself 
and with considerable skill, he managed to 
muzzle the creature and release it from the 
trap. He took it home and trained it to harness. 
Now it travels with him as one of his dog team. 

Worst experience Gus had was in the winter 
of 1935 when he became snow-blind when far 
north of the Lake. For three days he was lost. 
He had to kill some of his dogs for food, though 
he could hear the caribou around him, He 
managed to save himself by turning south into 
the sun, knowing that eventually he would reach 
the Lake and the dogs would be able to find 
their way home 


Since I mentioned Dr. Houda’s book on 
Goiter a week or so ago, a friend has sent 
me a copy of the report on “The Distribution 
of Iodine in Alberta in Relation to the Pre- 
valence of Goiter” which was made in 1932 by 
our own Prof. J. Walker, Professor of Chemistry 
at the University of Alberta. 

Dr, Houda questions the theory that goiter 
is an iodine-deficiency disease. In the survey 
conducted by Prof. Walker and a number of 
assistants large samples of water from al! parts 
of the province were taken, boiled down and 
analysed. The results were interesting. There are 
places like Banff, Sterco and Pigeon Lake where 
no iodine at all was found; others like Red Deer. 
Edmonton, Edson, Gull Lake where about 10.35 
parts per billion only were found, and places 
like Wetaskiwin, Manyberries and Killam where 
the well water contains from 165 to 663 parts of 
iodine per billion. 

When these analyses are contrasted with the 
medica] reports of the same districts the results 
are confusing. While there are cases which might 
Support the theory that the greater the iodine 
the less the goiter, there are numerous others 
that could give a contrary interpretation. For 
instance these 1932 reports show that Sterco, 
where there was not the slightest trace of iodine 
in the water, has no goiter, while Killam, which 
has the highest iodine percentage in the prov- 
ince, reports some goiter cases among its 
residents. 

Red Deer, Edmonton, Edson and Gull Lake 
each with the same percentage of iodine, report 
respectively “32 cases in the town schools"; 
“Goiter in both humans and aniinals”; “Know of 
no cases” and “Quite prevalent.” 

Prof. Walker comments on the fact that the 
settlements high up in the mountains like Banff, 
Jasper, Cadomin are free from goiter. The guiter 
areas are located in the foothills and along the 
inland waterways. 

Clearly there is much more to be found out 
about the causes of this distressing thyroid 
disease, so prevalent in zones through the in- 
terior of the province.

A Day in Canadian History 


February 27 is a notable date in 
the annals of Canadian arms. It was 
on that day in 1900 that Canadian 
volunteers won fame in battle at 
Paardeberg and, shoulder to should- 
er with British regulars, accomplish- 
ed the defeat of one of the most 
daring of the Boer leaders and so 
hastened the end of the unhappy 
conflict. The Boer camp had been 
surrounded for more than a week. 
The weather was very hot; water 
was scarce; food was none too 
plentiful; but the British bulldogs 
and the Canadian beavers hung on 
and on the morning of the 27th the 
Royal Canadian Regiment was chos- 
en to lead the attack. They made 
their way under cover of darkness 
to a ridge overlookins; the Boer 
laager, entrenched and at daylight 


had such command of the situation | 


that the Boers surrendered. Cronje, 
the commander, was captured and 
sent to St. Helena. 

The victory was the more 
thrilling since it took place on'the 


anniversary of the day when the)

CORONATION CUT-OUTS 


THE NORROY KING OF ARMS 


In the reign of Edward Il] there 
were only two Kings of Arms: “Nor- 
roy” and “Surroy.” Norroy was 
King of Arms north of the Trent 
and Surroy south of the Trent. 
Henry V changed the title Susser 
into Clarencieux } 


The duties of Kings of Arms or/| 
Heralds were not only to be mes- 
sengers of peace and war between 
sovereign and sovereign, and of 
defiance and courtesy between 
knights, but they also consisted of 
attending jousts end tournaments, 
and making regulations for public 
ceremonies. The heralds’ at- 
tendants were known as pur- 
suivants, whose business it was to 
learn the duties of heralds. 

In olden days the Kings of Arms 
were created by the sovereign with 
great ceremony, generally on the 
occasion of some high festival. But 
since the elaborate ceremonies used 
at the creation of peers have fallen 
into disuse the heralds are created 
by the earl marsha) but invariably 
by promotion. 


At this ceremony the herald takes 
the oath; wine is poured upon his 
head of a gilt cup with a cover. His 
title is pronounced and he is in- 
vested with a tabard of the Royal 
Arms, richly embroidered in velvet, 
upon the collar of which is SS, @ 
badge instituted by Henry IV. 

The meaning of the device is not 
clear; it may be that it is the repeat- 
ed initial of the sovereign which
